ONION GROWING PROFITABLE 

Kirk Dix, who farms on the east 
shore of Gull Lake, in the Lacomibe 
district, has produced another bumper 
crop of onions. His crop this year 
amounted to around 1200 bushels of 
as fine onions as one ever ate, 

The writer saw a sack of these on- 
ions that averaged about four inches 
in diameter and resembled choice 
Spanish onions in appearance. 

The onions have a very mild flavor. 
In fact they could not be better in 
this, respect as one can eat them in 
onion sardwich without the least un- 
pleasantness in the way of burning 
mouth or tears in the eyes. 

This grower claims that onions are 
no more difficult to prodyce than 
They are seeded right into 
the field in rows 86 inches apart, the 
same as a wheat crop, but require ex- 
tra work in the way of weeding and 
harvesting. 

The only difficulty experienced by 
this grower is that of finding a mar- 
ket. This seems unusual when it ts 
taken into consideration that around 
one hundred cars of onions are im- 
sported into Alberta each year. It would 
seem that if more people were grow- 
ing onions that a market for Alberta 
grown product might be established. 

When one man is_ pioneering a 
new industry, the market is always 
suspicious and afraid that the quality 
will be below that of the stock they 
have been used to handling. In this 
case none could be better, It is ex- 
pected that Alberta will become bet- 
ter acquainted with its own products 
and that the production of onions will 
become one of the firmly established 
side lines of farming,

Chemists’ New Discovery 


Cod Liver Oil Can Now Be Taken In| 
Palatable Form 

As a result of experiments. made by 
Canadian chemists a method has been 
found whereby the beneficial proper- 
t'es of cod liver oil can be taken in 
a pleasantly palatable form. By the 
new process the fresh cod livérs can 
be mixed with cocoa in such a way 
that all the health-promoting prnper- 
ties of the livers are retained without 
any Oiliness or objectionable taste or 
odour remaining, and the mixture can 
be successfully used in the menufac- 
ture of a chocolate-coated confect‘on. 

Manufacture of the candy has al- 
ready been undertaken and althouch 
a small ‘bar ‘contains the equivalent 
of a tablespoonful of cod liver oil, per- 
sons who have eaten it declare that 
it is impossible to not’ce any taste 
of the oil. The liver-cocoa mixture 
has also heen used in making ice 
cream and m'‘lk and erg shakes. On 
the other hand, while the mixture car- 
Ties no taste or smell of oil, it is 
produced bv a. “cold process” and it 
is stated that there is no impairment 
of the livers by chemical or physical 
changes and thev therefore retain, un- 
changed in quality, their natural 
max’mum quantity of Vitamin “A.” 
the growth vitamin, and Vitamin “D,” 
the anti-rickets preventive, as well 
as as substances for goitre therapy 
and the correction of pernicious anae- 
mia. 

Among the fish caught in the sea 
fisheries of Canada cod is one of the 
most valuable.

That delicate timepieces should be 
sold by thé weight like common nails 
or tacks has stunned the big watch- 
men of Switzerland. 

An urgent emergency measure 
based on eighteenth century economic 
reasoning has been hurriedly put into 
force to protect the age-old Swiss 
trade.

The Resourceful Nazis 


Think Up Clever Tricks To Anger 
Police In Austria 


To counteract the Nazi campaign, 
which consists largely in m’‘schief 
_making, provincial authorities in Sty- 
ria have conceived a new method 
thought to be a more effectual deter- 
rent than the reprisals hitherto ap- 
plied against the Hitlerites. They 
have mobilized the wives and daugh- 
ters of Nazi notables and are mak- 
ing them sweep streets on which pa- 
per swastikas have been strewn, and 
clean walls painted with Nazis em- 
-blems and inscriptions. The author- 
Ities believe that the influence of the 
women, who intensely dislike this 
work, will have a wholesome effect on 
their husbands and fathers. 

How resourceful the Nazis are in 
_inventing new tricks to anger the 
police is proved by an incident in 
Vienna, where the police found the 
Nazis were using trained~ dogs to 
strew swastikas in the streets. The 
dogs carried artificial bones from 
which paper swastikas dropped down 
on the pavement at intervals. Several 
dogs were seized, but they were re- 
leased as it was impossible to identify 
their »owners. 


Initial Payment For 
Sugar Beet Growers 


Sum Of $400.000 Paid Out In South- 
ern Alberta 


Southern Alberta sugar beet grow- 
ers split a $400,000 melon the first of 
November in the form of the initial 
payment for beets delivered up to 
Oct. 15. It was the largest payment 
ever made by Canadian Sugar Fac- 
tories, Limited, in the six or seven 
years’ operations in this territory, The 
payment for the 92,000 tons of bee‘s 
actually aggregated $460,000, but the 
$60.000 was retained by the company 
in payment for seed, plantizig cocts, 
grass seed used for soil enrichment, 
etc. The November 1 payment went 
into circulation at once, giving a 
marked stimulus to business in this 
city and adjacent trading centres. 
Augmenting the beet payment comes 
at intervals the factory pay roll, 
which during the annual run puts 
$150,000 in circulation.

To Determine Whether Land Or 
Water Lies Under Ice Cap 


Daily directions from Tulsa, oil 
capital of the United States, will be 
wafted by short wave radio to the 
Byrd Antarctic exploration party. as 
it tests to determine thickness of ice 
that blankets the Antarctic continent. 

The testing will be done with seis- 
mographic equipment that records 
the paths and deflection of sound 
waves beneath the surface of the ice 
when explosives are discharged. It 
will determine whether water or 
sol'd soil is beneath the ice. ’ 

The equipment, used in explorations 
for oil in the United States, was de- 
veloped by a Tulsa firm, and it is this 
firm that will give the radio direc- 
tions. 

The station is being assembled now 
and w'll be ready for use January 1, 
1934, when the Byrd party is expect- 
ed to start actual work in the Ant- 
arctic.

The 
price of wool has increased more than 
100 per cent. over last year. 

In the 1981 census, 72,159 farms in 
Alberta reported the possession of 
she*p, compared to 59,856 farms in 
1926. 

The sheep population of the prov- 
ince grew from 510,000 in 1927 to 
R23 700 in 1982 The value of sheep 
per head in 1932 dropped to its low- 
est level in more than 30 years. 

J. F. Andrew, assistant deputv 
Minister of Agriculture, is the au- 
thority for the statement that there 
is a definite place for the small farm 
flock on northern and central Alberta 
farms, each flock tending to make 
the farm more of a_ self-contained 
unit. 

Mr. Andrew commented on the 
steady increase of farm flocks in 
northern and central Alberta, one in- 
dication of the northward drift of 
farm population. Not many years 
ago, a flock was something of a rar- 
ity except in the southern part of 
the province.

| fuage communications problems ot 
the world, has been launched by the 
Orthological Institute of Cambr dge, 
England. 


Failure of many attempts to pro- 
vide an “invented” language that 
could be used throughout the world 
as a means of communication between 
the people of all nations who speak 
1,500 living languages led to the ef- 
fort to adapt the English tongue for 
the purpose. 

The new form of English. intro- 
duced to Canada at the Institu‘e of 
Pacific Relations Conference at Banff, 
in August, contains only 850 words, 
600 of them nouns, 150 adjectives, 16 
verbs or names of operators and the 
rest adverbs, prepositions or names of 
directions. 

These, addition to numbers, 
weights and measures, the cal:ndar 
and such words as club. radio and 
telegram, already internat’onalized, 
do the work of 500,000 words of Eng- 
lish at a level of ordinary communi- 
cations. 

English was chosen for the new 
med'um because it is the natural or 
administrative language of 500,000,000 
people, and because no other language 
is susceptible to the same kind of sim- 
plification. With no inflections and 
analytic in structure it is not only 
closer to the language habits of many 
Orientals but, for the same reason, 
is easier to learn. 

The interest with which persons in 
all parts of the earth have turned to 
this form of English (in which this 
paragraph is written) gives its back- 
ers the belief that it may be put toa 
great number of uses.

Hurricanes Above The Earth 


Terrific Storms Observed At Height 
| Of Sixty Miles 


That terrific storms rage sixty 


| miles above the earth Ig the report of 


| Dr. Charles P. Oliver, of the Univer- 
| Sity of Pennsylvania. Some of these 
| hurricanes, travelling at 150 miles an 
hour, blow at an angle of 55 degrees 
at a speed great enough to draw a 
balloon upward at twice express train 
speed. Three high-speed winds were 
observed and measured with the aid 
of meteor “trains,” according to Dr. 
Olivier. They were caught while four- 
teen stations between New York and 
Fredericksburg, Virginia, were chart- 
ing the fligot of the Leonid meteors.

He was reared on the Seneca 
Reservation in New, York State and 
graduated fram Syracuse University. 

The American custom of granting 
women freedom in selecting a mate 
was originated, by the Indians, long 
before whites came to this continent, 
Newell said. The Indian woman. a!so 
|, could obtain a divorce merely by 
asking for it, .Marriages, however, 
were not hasty Frequently a suitor 
lived for six months with the family 
of hjs _,intended,.. Newell said, in a 
modification © of companionate mar- 
riage. 

The practice of plucking superflu- 
ous hair was started by the Indians, 
who plucked their beards. The red 
men also used hair ointments to 
make their locks smooth and shiny. 

Newell said that five centuries 
before the League of Nations was 
proposed the Iroquois effected a plan 
for assuring peace between peoples 
with the “Five Nations” agreements. 

The Indians were pioneers in the 
custom of sun bathing, according to 
Newell, and they wore less attire 
than modern sun bathers. 

Rulers among the Indians were 
chosen for leadership and took pride 
in remaining the poorest men in the 
tribes. 

Thanksgiving Day was celebrated 
nine times a’ year among the Indians, 
Newell asserted, and, contrary to 
general belief the first - American 
Thanksgiving Day was an occasion 
for giving thanks because the Puri- 
tans succeeded in setting fire to a 
log house where 700 -Indians were 
celebrating a Thanksgiving festival 
of their own. The Puritans, according 
to Newell, killed 180 red men -who 
tried to escape from the burning 
building. The others perished in the 
flames.

First scientific results of Lieut. 
Commander T. G. W. Settle’s strato- 
sphere flight made public showed that 
life in the form of fungus spores or 
molds can survive 11 miles above 
earth where humans would die if un- 
protected. 

Spores of seven kinds of fungi, or 
tiny plants, which Commander Settle 
carried to the stratosphere on the out- 
side of his balloon “Gondolo” lived 
through temperatures far below zero, 
rarified air, low atmospiheric pressure 
and ‘increased ultra-violet light to 
which they were subiected to on the 
trip, reported F. C. Meier, plant path- 
ologist of the department of agricul- 
ture. 

The spores germinated readily after 
their return. 

It was the first time in the history 
of science that living spores had been 
sent to such a height above the earth 
and brought back for scientific an- 
alysis. They were carried inside and

COST OF GROWING WHEAT 
36.6 PER BUSHEL 
——_—xI————- 

The average cost of growing wheat 
on 14 different fields of the Expert- 
mental Station, Lacombe, in 1933 was 
36.1 cents a bushel. 

The average cost on the fields grown 
on summer fallow was 40 cents., on 
three fields grown on wheat stubble 
48c., three fields following intertilled 
crops 4 cents, and three fields fol- 
lowing hay sod 36 cents: with the av- 
erage of them all as stated 36.1 cents 
per bushel, 

These low cost of production figures 
will undoubtedly prove a sunprise to 
many und for that reason may require 
a little exphination, 

The cost of growing wheat ix con- 
siderably lower at the present time 
than when normal prices of farm pro- 
duce and labor prevail. The two fac- 
tors which have been lurgely respon- 
sible fer lowering the cost of wheat 
have been the depreciation in land 
rental values*and labor, both manual 
and horse or tractor labor 

Figures compiled by those who have 
made a study of the situation in west- 
ern Canada show that land values 
have depreciated approximately 40 per 
cent as a result of farm products. 

The price of horse lubor has deprec- 
jated in proportion to the relative sell- 
ing value of the horse and the cost of 
feeding it with low priced feeds as 
conypared with normal times. 

The value of labor is not more than 
half what it was during the times 
when wheat wus selling for one dollar 
a bushel, Taken collectively, all these 
factors exert a major influence in low- 
ering the cost of production. 

ne of the most Interesting features 
brought out by these cost of produc- 
tion figures, which were kept on 14 
different fields, was the fact that if 
one could keep the yleld above 30 
bushels per acre, and the crop would 
grade No. 2, it would not be produced 
at a loss,
